prouerbe, that Birds of a feather bold and keep 
together, which hath cuer beene a common 
cuſtome in theſe as much as in any other 
kinde whatſocuer; but now theold prouerb 
is changed, and thcir cuſtome is. altered 
cleane contrary, For at this time, as theſe 
birds are intaſte bitter, ſo they metto fight 
together the moſt bittereſt wi bat- 
tell amongſt chemſelues, the like, for the 
manner of their fight, and for the time the 
battell did continue, never heard or ſecne at 
any timeinany ofthe world. 

Wereadcin the Hiſtories of our owne 
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(3) 
Richard the ſecond, Thatthe Gndrs muſte- 
red together at Shine, now called Richmond, 
in abundance, with ſo great a multi- 
chat the ayre was obſturedand dark- 
ned by them. They fought ſo violenta bat» 
tell among themſclues, that by eſtimation 
twoparts of them were ſlaine, and fell to 
the ground : the number of thoſe which 
were killed, was ſo great, thatthey wereta- 
ken vp with ſhouels, and ſwept together 
with beſomes, that buſhels were filled with 
them, tliethird part hauing gotten the vi- 
@ory, flew away and vaniſhed, no man 
knew whither. | 

"Now tocome to the fight of our birds, 
the Stares or Starlings, they muſtered ro- 
ether atthis abouc-named Citic of Corke./ 
ome foureor five daies, before they fought 
their batrels, cuery day moreand moreen- 
creaſing their armics with greater ſupplies,

the Weſt, and fo accordingly they placed 
theraſclues,and as it were encam

ſolaes eaſtward and weſtward about the\ci- 
tie, during which time their noife ard runes 
were ſtrange on both ſides to the great ad- 
mirationotche citizens andthe inhabitants 
near adioyning , Who had never ſcene for 
mulrnude, or euer heard for loud tunes 
which they vttered, thelike before. Where- 
upon they more curiouſly obſeruing the 
couſes and paſſages they vſed, noted that 
from thoſe on the Eaſt, and from thoſe on 
the Wey, ſundry flights, ſome twenty or 
thirty in a company, would paſſe from the 
oneſide tothe other, as it ſhould ſeemeim- 
ployed in embaſlages, for they would flye 
and houer in the ayreouer the aduerſepar- 
ty with ſtrange tunes and noiſe, and fo re- 
rurne backe againe tothat ſide from which 
as it ſeemed they were ſent. 

And further it was obſerued, that during 
the time they aſſembled, the Stares of the 
eaſt ſought their meare caſtward, as the 
Srares of the weſt didthelike weſtward, no 
one flying inthecircuirs of the other. Theſe

courſes and cuſtomes continued with them 
yntill che zh. of October, which day becing 
Sarurday,, about nine of the clocke in the 
morning, being a very faircand Sun-{hine 
day, vpona ftrange ſound and noiſe made 
as well onthe one {ideas on the other, they 
fortliwich at one inſtant tooke wing,and [0 
mounting VP into the skyes , encountered 
one another, with (uch a terrible ſhocke, as 
chyſound amazcdthe whaleci:yandallihe 
beholders.V pon this fodaine gndfierce en- 
counter, there tell downe.intothecitic,and 
into the Rivers, multitudes of Starelings or 
Scarcs, ſome with wiags broken, ſome with 
legs and necks broken, ſome with cies pickt 
out, ſomnetheir bils thruſt into the breſts & 
4ides of their aducrſaries, in ſo ſtrange a 
manner ,:that it were incredible except it 
were confirmed by letters of credit, and by 
eye witneſſes, withthat aſſurance which | is 
withoutall exception. 

Vponthe firtt mcrnahes withdrew

likeeagertieſſeand fury encountred ſeueral 
times, vpon all which theſe Stares fel down 
inlike ſtrange and admirable manner, as v- 
the firſt encounter; They continued 
this admirable and moſt violent bartell till a 
lictle before night, at which time they ſee- 
med to-vanilh,ſo that all Sunday the ziy.of 
Oftober none appeared about the Citie. 
Vpon this Sunday diuers pallengers came 
out of Suffolke, who ſailing betwixt Graveſ- 
end and Wolwigge, they heard aloud and 
ſtrange noyſe and ſound in the aire, where- 
upon caſting their eyes vpward, they ſaw 
infinite multicudes of 'Stares. fighting inall 
violent 'mannertogether, with a Crow of 
Rauen flying betwixtthem, for the flight 
being ſohigh, they could norperſcRly dif- 
cerne, whether it was Crow or Rauen:theſe 
birds had alſo ſcuerall encounters, making 
great{ound and noile,and eueras they diui- 
ded and retired tkemſclues,the Crow or ra- 
ven was ſcene in the-middefi. But what 
daughter was made they could notobſcrue
